


SPECIAL trains have been 
arranged to stop at Wembley 
‘Hill station for next Saturday’s 
(May 14) final of the F.A. 
Trophy between . Dagenham 
and Scarborough at acs 
Stadium. 


A train leaves Hint 
Wycombe station at 13.30 and 
will pick up fans at Wembley 
Hill on the return journey soon 
after 17.15.. If there is extra 
lime the. 18.00 train from 
Marylebone will stop at 
‘Wembley Hill. 


The return fare. to 
Marylebone is normally £1.39 
but anyone going on. the 
Wembley train can purchase a 
special ticket priced 80p 
(children 40p) at Wycombe 
Wanderers’ home match 
against Dulwich Hamlet 
tomorrow (Saturday). The 
tickets are on- sale at the 
Development Club hut behind 
the main stand. 


` This will be the first time in 
the seven-year history of the 
F.A. Trophy that an Isthmian 
League side has reached the 
final. Northern clubs have 
dominated the competition 
since it began in 1970 with 
Scarborough reaching the final 
on three other occasions. They 
beat Stafford Rangers to win 
ihe trophy last, year 3-2 after 
extra time.
